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TRINITY LUTHER LEAGUE CONSTITUTION 


Foreword 


Inasmuch as the Word of God teaches that all 
thines should be done decently and in order, (1 Cor. 
14, 40 and Col. 2. 5) we, the voting members of the 
Luther League of Trinity Lutheran Church do herewith 
adovt the following constitution to euide us in the 
administration of the internal and external affairs 
of our organization. 


ARTICLE ONE 


Name 
The name of this society shall be the Luther 
League of Trinity Lutheran Church of Astoria, Oregon. 


ARTICLE TWO 
Objects 


In conformity with the objects of the Augustana 
Synod Luther League, the objects of this Luther League 
shall be: 

1. To assist, under the auspices of the congre= 
gation and the leadership of the pastor, in keeping 
our young people faithful to Christ and His Church. 

Cao encottuge spiritual life among the members, 
and to help prepare them to take up the full respon= 
sibilities and duties of adult membership in tomorrow's 
Lutheran Church. 

3, To promote constant growth in Christian know= 
ledge through systematic study of the Bible and of 
the history, confessions, missions and other work of 
the Lutheran Church. 

4, To provide a worthwhile outlet for youth's 
poundless energies, and to train them for a life of 
Christian living by providing them with individual 
and collective opportunities for Christian witness, 
stewardship, and service, 

5. To foster Christian love and fellowship, 

6, To further a cordial spirit of unity among 
our Luther Leaguers in their comnon aims and tasks. 


ARTICLE THREE 
Member ship 


1. The regular members of the league shall con- 
sist of young people who are members of the Lutheran 
Church, who subscribe to the constitution and by-laws 
of this Luther League, and who agree to take an intere 
est in the welfare of the league and to be present

as often as possible, 

2e Any other interested person may be elected 
as an associate member, but is not eligible to hold 
office in this Luther League, 

Se Membership in the league may be acquired upon 
Written application presented at any business meeting 
of the league, or upon the recommendation of the prop-= 
er committee. A majority vote of the members present 
shall be necessary to election. 


ARTICLE FOUR 
Officers 


1. The officers of this Luther League shall be 
president, vice-president, secretary, treasurer, 
Pocket Testament Secretary, and such other officers 
as the by-laws may designate. . They shall hold 
office for a period of one year, or until their suce 
cessors have been elected. The Pocket Testament Sec» 
retary shall promote the work of the Pocket Testa 
ment League in this Society and the congregation of 
which it is a part, and encourage daily Bible reading 
and study. 

The regular secretary shall perform the duties 
of statistician, 

All candidates should have the necessary prace 
tical ability and Christian knowledge and experience 
and have a general reputation for being members who 
evince love and zeal for the Word of God by living 
a Christian life, attending church, and partaking 
of the Lord's Supper. 

2e Election: A Nominating Committee of three 
members, together with the pastor, shall nominate 
‘one (or more) candidates for each of the various offi- 
ces and heads of the standing committees, and shall 
prepare ballots for the annual meeting. This committee 
shall be appointed at the business meeting preceding 
the annual meeting. Voting shall be by ballot. A 
majority of votes cast shall be required for election 
to any office. 


ARTICLE FIVE 
Meetings 


Meetings shall be held at such times as the by-= 
lews or the league may determine, and the specific 
time and place of the meeting may be, in the absence 
of other designation, determoned by the executive 


comnittee,. 
The annual meeting shall be held in the month 


of December of each year, at which time officers for 
the ensuing year shall be elected.

ARTICLE SIX 


Dues / 





The dues of this league shall be free will off- 
erings at each meeting. 


ARTICLE SEVEN 
Comnittees 


1. An executive committee consisting of the 
officers of the league ( and others prescribed in 
your by-laws, such as chairmen of standing comnittees, 
past president, etc.) shall make plans and arrange- 
ments for meetings, designating the time and place, 
and they shall have power between meetings to exe= 
cute business that may be deemed urgent and for the 
welfare of the league. 

2. An auditing committee of three should be 
elected to audit the books of the various treasurers 
and +o submit their report to the league at the annual 
meeting. 

3e There shall be other committees as provided 
for in the by-laws of the league. 

4, All committees not otherwise provided for shall 
be appointed by the president. 

5. The president shall be exeofficio member of 
all committees, and the pastor of the church shall 
be ex-officio advisory member of all committees and 
shall be freely consulted in connection with Luther 
League plans and operations. 


ARTICLE HIGHT 
Quorun 


A quorum consisting of at least one-third of the 
voting members shall be required for the conducting 
of a regular business meeting, 

A majority of the officers shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business at executive 
committee meetings, 


ARTICLE NINE 
Amendments 


Any part of this constitution may be amended 
at any regular meeting by a twomthirds vote of all 
members present, such proposed amendment having been 
submitted in writing to the president at least one 
month previous and having been read at least one 


regular meeting previous to that at which it is pro= 
posed to be adopted. 
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
